DOES DEATH END ALL? 


Dr. Wells Deliver* an Interesting 


Sermon on the Subject. 


Dr. Welle, the evangelist, preached 


another impressive and powerful ser- 
mon last evening to a very large audi- 
ence at the Second Presbyterian church. 
'Does Death End All?" was tha inter- 
esting theme from the text, "This mor- 
al must put on immortality," last clause 


the fifty-third verse of the chapter of 


first Corinthians. 


"The doctrine of the immortality of 


the soul," the preacher said, "is a mat- 
ter of pure revelation. No man could 
answer positively the question, 'Does 
Death Ead All,' except by knowledge 
gained from God's word, The immor- 
ality of the eon! is a matter that should 
exceedingly interest every one. 


Those who deny the immortality of 


;he £oul also deny that man has a eonl. 
They claim tho Bible does not teach that 
man is possessed of a soul; that the term 
'soul" in the Bible means breath; that 
at death a soul ia given to the righteous 
as a gift or reward, and that the wioked 
are not eternally punished. 


The Dr. then read a number of verses 


rom the Bible, substituting the word 
breath" ior the word "soul," which 


rendeied the passages meaningless, thus 
showing that the word "soul" in the 
Bible conld not possibly mean breath, 
or the air in the lungs. In attempting 
to answer this question, the Doctor pro- 
ceeded: "I wish to direct your attention 
only to the 'thussaith the Lord'upon 
lie subject, We claim first, that man 
s a duality, that he is composed of that 
which is material, or matter, and subject 
to all the laws of matter, and also of that 
which is spiritual, ete. Job 14,14:22; 
Mioah, 6:7, last clause. 


"And fear not them which kill the 


jody, but are not able to kill the soul, 
bnt rather fear him which is able to de- 
stroy both soul and body in hell." 
Math. 10:28. 


2nd. The term "soul" in the Bible 


often means person and does not refer 
;o the spirit of mail. "And we were all 
.n the ship, two hundred three score 
and sixteen Bouls." Acts 27:37, also 1. 
Peter 1:20 and other passages. We 
must use good sense in discriminating 
between the two meanings of this term 
in reading the Bible just as we do in 
distinguishing between the two mean- 
ings of the term in our reading of eeou- 
ar books and papers. 


If I say "there were fifty people 


aboard that train" yon would have no 
difficulty in understanding me. Yon 
would know I meant there were fifty 
persons on that train. 


The term "soul" in the Bible more 


often means the spirit of man: 
"For 


what shall it profit a man if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul ? Or 
what shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul?" Mark, 8-56:37. 


4th. At death the soul goes out of 


the body. "And it came to pass that as 
her soul was in departing (for she died) 
that she called his name, Ben-oni." 
Luke, 12:20, First King's 
17:22:23. 


Because the body dies, and the soul is 
within the body, it does not follow that 
;he soul dies.

A STRIKE AVERTED. 


The Canadian Pacific Trouble Avert- 


ed.-Big Strike In Indiana Coal 


Mines. 


MONTREAL, Quo., Feb. 7—The threat- 


ened danger of a strike on the Canadian 
Pacific railway has been averted by th% 
company meeting the men half way in 
their demands. After a conference last 
ing eight hours Thursday and six hours 
yesterday, between the management of 
the railroad and tfio men, the manage- 
ment agreed to raise the wages of its 
employes about 10 per cent. This was 
considered satisfactory and all trouble 
is over. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 7.—All the 


miners employed in all the col mines 
along the line of the Louisville, Evans- 
villo and St. Louis railway, between 
this oity and Hnntingbnrg, Ind., with 
the exception of the Eiohleman mines, 
at Chandler station, have gone out on a 
strike. The prime cause of the trouble 
is that it is impossible for the operators 
who mine their coal by manual labor to 
compete with machine mining. They 
were compelled in the fwe of the com- 
petition to reduce the scale of wages, 
which resulted in a strike. 


BELLVILLE, 111., Feb. 7.—The strike 


of coal miners in the Belleville district 
has been settled by arbitration. Two 
cants per bushel is what the miners de- 
manded, but when they were offered a 
uniform rate of one and three quarter 
cents they agreed to return to work, 


HELENA, Mont., Feb. 7.—Fifty miners 


on a strike at the Cumberland mine, in 
the Oastle district went in a body yes- 
terday, and endeavored to drive away 
by force all men at work. Superintend- 
ent Lewis and the foremen stood the 
strikers off until officers arrived, when 
tae fifty men were arrested.

Wayne police force, and tho hero of the 
arrest of Marvin Kuhns, the murderer 
of Oampau," says the Lima, 0., Daily 
Times, "is in the oity. 
He was sum- 


moned as a witness before the grand 
jury in the Elida bnrgbry case. 


"It will be remembered that the gen- 


eral store of W. N. Sherry was broken 
into one night a couple of months ago 
and many articles stolen. The partici- 
pants were afterward arrested in Fort 
Wayne, with the goods in their posses- 
sion. Kennelly effected their arrest, 
While in the act of calling the patrol 
wagon, one of the desperadoes drew a 
gun and would have shot Kennelly but 
for the timely intervention of a passer- 
by, who struck the would-bs murderer's 
hand, sending the bullet wide of its 
mark. 
Kennelly drew his club and 


put the fellow to sleep for about fifteen 
hours. 


"The burglars were sent to the peni- 


tentiary at Michigan City for several 
years for this occurrence, but indict- 
ments will be returned against them 
here, and when they have served out 
their time in Indiana, they will be 
brought here for trial. 


"It was not long after this narrow 


escape, that Kennelly and his partner 
set out to capture Kuhns. The particu- 
lars of the deperate fight between 
Kuhns and his ally and the officers at a 
point about fourteen miles from Fort 
Wayne, is still fresh in the minds of the 
people. Kennelly fell, pierced by four 
bullets from the villains' revolvers. 


"Kennelly was raised in Lima, and 


though he has not been here before for 
over two years, has many acquaintances 
here. He is a fine looking fellow of 
medium height and weight, with dark 
hair and heavy mustache, and blue 
eyes. His countenance bears the stamp 
of a man of undaunted courage, as his 
recent experiences prove him to be. He 
is quiet and unassuming, and though 
the lion of the hour wherever he goes, 
never mentions his recent experiences 
except when questioned. It will be 
some time before he is able to resume 
his duties, and he will spend two or 
three days visiting here."

Chasing and Killing- tho Steers — 


Festivities Which Follow the Dis- 
tribution of Provisions— A Squaw 
Dance. 
Three miles from the Pine liidge 


Agency, in South Dakota, are the corral<, 
strongly fenced jaids with connecting 
iiates ,md otic gradually narrowing lain; 
ic'iding to the stale-hou-.cgate -the gate 
of death for the starved-looking steers 
that are huddled together at the lower 
end of the yard. The issue of beef at 
this Ago cy is made twice a mouth. 
At 


one i-Mic about two hundred and fifty 
head of cattle arc killed, at the other 
only eighty-eight. The large issue is for 
nil the Indians on the reservation and 
the smaller one for those who live near 
the rcservatjpn and, can draw rations 
twice a moutn. As *-oon as the Indian 
A«ent came out of his oilice and started 
m°a light wagon for the corral there was 
a wild si ramble in the same direction by 
every one at the Agency who could get 
away. 
15ucks rodu out on their ponies 


und'thc squaws drove out in wagons so 
as to bring in the caieas«cs of the steers 
after the bucks had killed them. 


"When all was in readiness the Indians 


sitting on their pomes in two columns, a 
do/en deep, formed an alley from the 
cattle-yard gate, 100 yards out on the 
prairie" 
An employee called out the 


name of Red Ueer and this put the mem- 
bers of his family on the alert. Then 
the gate swung far enough open to allow 
one steer to crowd through and escape 
from the pressure caused by the cowboys' 
whips as they crowded the cattle against 
the gate. 


The first steer was a bony black brute 


that looked as if he had be'en wandering 
over the Texas trail for four years. 
Once through the gate ho stopped for a 
minute and threw up his loug-horned 
head in search of some route oi escape. 
Finding none he rushed down the long 
walled alleyway, urged on by the un- 
earthly yells of the Indians. 
As he 


neaied the end of the line half a dozen 
ponies, each bearing some member of 
lied Deer's family with a robust appetite, 
surrounded the "animal and one of the 
Indians succeeded on the second effort 
in throwing a rope over the animal's 
horns. Then the Indians riding three 
ou a side drove the steer on a gallop in 
the direction of their wagon. 
As they 


approached it Red Deer, holding the 
end of the lariat, galloped around the 
»teer until its legs were entangled, 
when he jerked the lariat taut and threw 
the animal to the gftmud. 
Then the 


crack of one of Custcr's carbines was 
heard. The shot, which had been fired 
by a son of Red Deer, killed^the steer, 
and a moment later the Indians hart cut 
the animal's throat and begun with 
fe\erish haste, born of hunger, to dress 
the carcass aud get it home to their 
tepees. 


Meanwhile the other steers had been 


libeiated and similar scenes were being 
enacted in all directions. Many of the 
Indians seemed to prefer an exciting 
thase over the plains alter tin; steer, and 
permitting the animal to start well off 
before beginning the pursuit. AVith a 
dozen families, all well mounted and 
aimed, charging over the prairies in pur- 
suit of cattle, and shooting whenever 
the chance of killing seemed favorable, 
without checking the speed of their 
ponies, it required but little effort of im- 
agination to see in the chase one of the 
now traditional butfalo hunts. There 
were eighty-eight of these long-horned 
contract skeletons in the corral, and in 
half as many minutes they had been 
filed through the gate and driven off to 
their death by tluTlndians. Occasionally 
some steer would seem to have a charmed 
life, aud would run straight over the 
plateau towards the encircling buttes, 
regardless of the steady popping of his 
pursuers' rifles or their frautic efforts to 
change the course of their rapidly disap- 
pearing hopes of something to eat. iS'one 
of tho steers escaped, however, though 
many of them seemed built with a view 
to speed instead of steak. 


The word -'family" used in the dis- 


tributions of beef means merely a divi- 
sion ol the tribe made by the agent for 
convenience in issuing beef. Each "fam- 
ily " is composed of about thirty Indians 
of all ages. To this community, rather 
than family, one of these steers is issued 
semi-raqjitbly. There is a story to the 
effect that these steers weigh 900 pounds 
each, but this is an undoubted exagger- 
ation. 


There were great times in the Indian 


village during the afternoon and evening 
and the Indian dogs seemed to breathe a 
trifle easier while their masters were 
feasting on beef. About sunset a trem- 
endous beating of drums, accompanied 
by an uproarious chanting, attracted 
everybody to the Indian camp. The 
commotion proved to be the introductory 
movement to one of the peace dances, 
known as the squaw dance. 
"What 


seemed at a distance to be the sound of 
many drums proved to be tho pounding 
of oue old drum by a dozen squaws, each 
armed with a fantastically decorated 
drum stick, the end of which was wound 
with thongs of leather, forming a ball 
about as large as an egg. A dozen drum- 
mers sat in a circle and welted away with 
perfect indifference to time, each one 
getting in a crack whenever convenient. 
Around this circle were the squaw dan- 
cers, dressed in their brightest-colored 
garments and wearing all their available 
brass or tin trinkets. 


The dancers numbered from fifteen to 


twenty-five and were arranged in a circle 
around the drummers. Each squaw con- 
ducted an independent dance, there was 
no clasping of hands or executing of 
figures, but simply 'a swaying of the 
body and a peculiar movement, their feet 
remaining on the ground and their 
bodies nearly perpendicular, but rising 
and fulling much the same as the drawing 
out and closing up of a telescope. 
Around ,thc dancers, forming the third 
and outer circle, were seated 150 or more 
squaws and children. 
In front of each 


one of the squaws in the outer circle was 
a tin dish with a small piece of dog meat 
and a couple of crackers. Early in the

There is a man down thero 
whose faith is unlimited, and he has 
been besieging for about thirty years a 
certain pilot of his acquaintance to bring 
him in some water. But the pilot al- 
ways forgot. 


The other day, however, he tickled 


the old man almost to death by bring- 
ing him three jugs of the 
precious 


liquid. The old man began to brace up 
at once, and three days later ho chased 
the pilot half nay around the island to 
overwhelm him with gratitude. 


"So it did you good, did it'?" said the 


pilot. 


"Good? "Why, bless you, my boy, it 


has added ten years to my Ife. I feel 
like a youngster again. I'll bet that 
I can beat you iu a foot race right 
here." 


And the pilot did not smile nor jibo 


nor jeer. But when tho llood tide bad 
been running about an hour that even- 
ing ho went softly down to the end of 
Stapleton pier, drew out a tin bucket 
and dipped up about a gallon of the 
limpid stream, and the next morning 
the old man was overjoyed to get two 
more jugs of Gulf Stream water from 
his thoughtful friend. 


"It's a kind of shabby trick," said the 


pilot, apologetically; "but as long as 
there are buckets handy around Staple- 
ton I guess Uncle Josh needn't go with- 
out Gulf Stream water."

Delicate Sarglcti! Operation. 


One of the most delicate surgical 


operations ever performed was made in 
Philadelphia recently, it being nothing 
less than a transplantation of a portion 
of the eye of a human being. The ob- 
scurity of the eye of a patient, which 
wss caused by inflammation, and which 
produced, in time, an opaque surface. 
The operation took place under the im- 
mediate direction of an ophthalmic sur- 
geon, who witnessed one of tho only 
two operations of this nature which have 
been performed iu the world, in Car- 
many, last year, it being performed by 
Prof. Von Jiipple, of Giessen, Ger- 
many. Both of the two previous opera- 
tions were performed by Prof. Von 
Hippie within a short period of time of 
each other, the Professor having first 
devised, and having had manufactured 
for tho purpose, a very delicate instru- 
ment, which, by means of a clock-work 
attachment, not only bores into the 


exact depth of tho puncture. In this 
way a small portion of the corner is cut 
from one of the eyes of a rabbit, and a 
piece corresponding in size is taken 
from the aillicted eye of the human pa- 
tieut, both taken from a point directly 
in front of the pupil or the orbit. Both 
the rabbit and the patient are first 
placed under the influence of the local 
anfesthetie, cocaine. The rabbit's evo 
was selected by reason of its similiaijty 
to the human eye, because it is a dis- 
tinctively herbacious animal, the blood 
of which is less liable to contaminating 
influences than that of other animals 
whose food is composed principally of 
animal matter.

The entire museum of Peruvian curiosi- 
ties—one of the largest of its kind in the 
wild—was packed up and shipped to 
Santiago. The most valuable books of 
the national library, including a vast 
collection of old manuscripts, inquisition 
relies aud other priceless relics were 
thrown into sacks and sent after the 
museum. 
Musical instruments were 


hacked iu pieces by swords au'd axes, 
historical paintings cut from their frames 
and many smaller pictures, statues aud 
articles of virtu were carried off as 
private plunder. Peru's greatest paint- 
ing, Marini's "Burial of Atahualpa, the 
last of the Incas,'1 was stolen from the 
wall where it hung, but the protests of 
the diplomatic corps finally induced the 
Chilians to leave it.

private houses were stripped, aud what 
could not be destroyed or carried away 
was consumed by Ore, the purpose of the 
invaders being to deprive the Peruvians 
of everything they pri/.ed.

When 
frightened, they carry their tails be- 
tween their legs.

The Career of a JUriiliunt Young Colored 
Orator, 


John Jefferson Smallwood is perhaps 


the bes$ kuown colored orator in New 
England to-day. His homo is at Wil- 
braham. Mass. 


Mr. Smallwocd was born a slave, aud 


when only 5 mouths old was torn from 
the arms of his mother, who was sent to 
El Paso, Texas. From that day he 
never saw her until about a year ago, 
when he discovered her whereabouts, 
after the manner resorted to by freed- 
men who since the war have sought to 
reunite their scattered families by con- 
tinuous advertising. 


He was born September 19, 1863, 


upon the plantation of Hon. Marcus W. 
Smallwood, of Northampton, S. C. His 
parents were sold when he was a babe, 
his father going to Louisville, Ky., and 
his mother to Texas. He was left in 
the care of the "mammies." 
At the age 


of 14 he found that his master claimed 
him until he was 21 years of age. 
He 


appealed to the courts for aid, but the 
master's claim was sustained. He made 
several attempts to escape and was suc- 
cessful when he was close onto his 21st 
vear.

erected in his parlor a wooden model of 
a large country residence which is made 
with a penknife.

THERE AHE POETS^AND POETS. 


Dow Soino AVrltorit of Verto are De- 


ceived In Tholr OHO Work. 


Though -nature and life are full of 


pjetry great poets are few; for the poet 
is not a seer only, but a "maker" also. 
Innumerable hearts aud minds have the 
gift to perceive what only one has the 
gift to perceive and write. 
People are 


COL Mutly self-deceived about this, and 
fancy tii«r can express, because they 
can "feel, "the beauty, harmony, and 
pathos of the world; and the delusion 
is sometimes kept up by the fact that 
now and again, in a rare verse or two, 
the fancy comes true. More often some* 
thing not good, but nearly good, 19 
achieved, aud the writer sees in it not 
what it actually is, but what ho meant 
it to be—an error tho reader does not 
make. 


Again, assiduous perusal of other 


poetry, combined with what may be 
termed unconscious memory, produces 
a quantity of versification which apes 
the form but lacks the soul of real 
poetry. The composers inspirations is 
stimulated or generated by the mar- 
riage of a faint original experience and 
a strong communicated hint while his 
utterance falls hoplessly into the lilt 
and fashion of the exemplar. Indeed, 
the strongest poets who ever soared 
have often at the outset of their flight 
thus timed their wing strokes by those 
of some broad-pinioned 
predecessor. 


But, after passing an apprentice shop 
aloft they have learned "a rythmic mo- 
tion of their own. 


There is another class of rhymers 


who, judging them on the basis of what 
they have done, might have developed 
into original poets, but who—whether 
through pressure of circumstances or 
from deliberate choice—have turned 
into other channels the energy -that 
would have won the bays; or we may 
say that their poetry, instead of getting 
written down, is "worked out in the 
deeds and relations of their lives. They 
do the beauty which others sing; they 
show how well good actions rhyme and 
how musically fall the feet of noble pur- 
poses. Friends are their critics, and the 
criticism they offer is their friendship. 


A man who, feeling poetry within 


him, resolves that it shall be felt rather 
than heard, may claim the honor due to 
a noble self-abnegation. 
Toward such 


the muse, we may suppose, feels an 
arch and peculiar tenderness; for, al- 
though 
professing to renounce her, 


human frailty leads them now and 
again openly to invoke her, and to 
strive with somewhat unready tongue 
to voice her inspiration. .-She marks 
their embarrassed wooing with a secret 
smile and affects coyness, but, perhaps, 
loves them none the less for theii 
timidity. She is theirs in spirit, though 
not in form. "Our union," she says, 
"can never be fully acknowledged be- 
fore the world; but the bond between 
us is nevertheless a vital one, and here- 
after in the higher life its integrity shall 
be vindicated."

THE pension appropriation bill as 


passed by the senate, appropriates for 
pensions for the year 8133,173.085; for 
fees and eipenses of examining sur 
geons, 81.500,000; for salaries of eight- 
een pension agents, $72,000, and for 
olerk hire, §400,000. 
An amendment 


strikes out the proviso limiting to $2 
the compensation of a pension attorney 
and iuserta in lieu of it a proviso limit 
ing such compensation to 85. la the 
course of the discussion on the bill, 
Mr. McPherson inquired of Mr. Allison 
whether the amount appropriated in the 
bill would be stiflioieat for the year. 
Mr. Allison believed it would te, but 
admitted that there might be a defic 
ienoy of §5,000,000, 86,000.000, 88,000,- 
000, or §10,000,000. On the other hand 
there might be a surplus, but he 
thougt it more likely there would be a 
deficiency. 


A VERY extraordinary story of Harri- 


sonian thrift is the gossip of Washing- 
ton society just now. An allowance of 
§30,000 a year is made by the govern- 
ment for the maintenance of tho white 
house and the grounds surrounding it. 
About §8,000 of this goes for the pay of 
servants and employes around the presi- 
dential mansion. It has been custom- 
ary to pay 81,200 a year to the house- 
keeper of the white house. It is said 
that the president appointed the late 
Mrs. Soott Lord, sister of Mrs. Harri- 
son, as the first housekeeper, and 
that although she was an invalid and 
lived the greater part of the time in 
apartments on Twelfth street, she drew 
this salary until the time of hn death, 
about fifteen months ago.

The 
duties of housekeeper to the white house 
are not very clearly defined, but it is pre- 
sumed that they are looking after theser- 
vants and seeing that the mansion is 
kept in order. Mrs. Dimmiok may be a 
good housekeeper, but inasmuch as she 
is constantly in society and attending a 
succession of balls, dinner parties, teas, 
and receptions, it would appear that 
she has very little time left to perform 
the duties of house keeper. It is re-

Andrew Carnegie 
has become a millionaire, worth, it Is 
said, some 850,000,000, and all this made 
In tho manufacture of steel rails ana 
other steel products, made at a time 
when there was a duty of $17 a tan on 
steel rails, and when the country was 
paying every year, by a comparison of 
actual prices, 856,000,000 for iron and 
steel products, over and above the prrce 
in England.

This was not only the first practical 


steamboat but the iirst locomotive, and 
the first useful high-pressure 
engine. 


Yet its ingenious inventor, after procur- 
ing his patent in -1787, had struggled 
alontr. with the full consciousness of his 
groat invention, searching in vain for 
some substantial recognition, until in 
1804, seventeen years after tho date of 
his patent, ho was content to procure an 
order for this mud-scow in order to 
test it.

Clinton ar- 
rived at New York with an imposing 
flotilla and emptied a gil jed keg of Lake 
Eric water into the harbor amid the 
clangor of brass bands, the ringing of 
church bells, and tho thundering of can- 
non. Little did tho patriotic men of 
that day think that in sixty years their 
"irrand cannal," the. wonder of tho 
world, after many futile attempts to en- 
large it to meet thc requirements of 
commerce, would be virtually abandoned, 
and the "steam horse," would go snorting 
past it with lightning speed, thundering 
with thc burdens it could no longer bear. 
Such is the history of progress; and the 
railway is pushing on to still greater 
achievements. 


How to llreak Up a Cold. 


The season is at hand when "colds" 


are common, so the Boston Herald 
comes to the front with some practical 
pointers about them. 


As soon as chilly sensations are felt, 


or the cold affects the head, and there 
is sore throat, the victim should go 
home at once. With his feet in hot mus- 
tard water, he should take an old-fash- 
ioned rum.sweat. 


This is very easily administered.

Set it in a 
pan of water. Now place it under a 
chair having a wooden seat. Let tho 
patient sit down upon this; fasten a 
couple of blankets around "his neck, al- 
lowing them to fall to the floor, then 
light the alcohol. This treatment is by 
no means hard to bear. 


As soon as the skin becomes moist 


the headache is greatly relieved and 
breathing through the nose is easier; 
in fact, all the unpleasant symptoms are 
more or less relieved. 


The patient should sweat as long as 


he will; then after wiping hastily and 
putting on a welUworn undorvest, he 
should get into bed and bo well covered 
with blankets. 


He should continue to sweat freely 


during the earlfv part of the night. 
Sometimes he will not do do this, even 
after the application of tne treatment 
advised. If he does not he should bd 
given ten grains of quinine.

has floored his cold.

Victoria consist of a permanent force 
of militia and volunteers, with a head- 
quarter staff and separate staff estab- 
lishments for the Militia, the Mounted 
Bifles, the Rifle Volunteers, the Cadet 
Corps, the Engineers, and the Artillery. 
The Militia Cavalry muster 71 troopers; 
the Volunteer Horse Artillery, 60; the' 
Field Artillery, 269 men (three batteries 
and headquarters); the Garrison Ar- 
tillery, 723, with batteries at Geelong, 
Port Philip, North Melbourne, "Will- 
iamstown, Harbor Trust, Port Fairy, 
"Warrnambpol, and Portland; the Vic- 
torian Engineers, with submarine min- 
ing and field companies, 183; 
the 


Victorian Kifles, 1,908; the Mounted 
Rifles, 1,000; the Victorian Rangers, 
856; the Ambulance Corps, 40; the 
Commissariat and.Transport Corps, 64; 
the Medical Staff, 16; and there is a 
reserve of oflicers, 45, with 5 unat 
tached officers, and 18 unattached med- 
ical officers; making a total of 5,594. 
The artillery possesses 177 guns of 
different kinds. 


The Victorian Mounted Rifles are a 


regiment that was raised in 1885 at the 
request of the Government. It is 1,000

strong, but is to be increased to 1,200, 
divided into two battalions. The force 
is extremely popular, and there is never 
any lack of reoruito from til parts ol 
tho colony; it is said to be the best 
equipped mounted infantry corps in 
the British Empire. The service is 
purely voluntary, each man. finding his 
own horse and saddle, while the Gov- 
ernment finds his equipment. Each 
effective earns £3 for Us company, 
which is funded and devoted to com- 
pany expenditure for military dnty. 
The uniform is plain and serviceable, 
of khakee, witn crimson facings and 
brown leather appointments, the uni- 
form of all ranks being assimilated as 
much as po ible in order to avoid offi-

Regis Kiver. arc maples that have been 
tapped by the, Indians for over one hun- 
dred years, and these trees, though much 
swoBen around the base from the oft- 
repeated wounds, are. still vigorous, and 
arc believed to yield more sap than trees' 
that have never been tapped. The flow 
of Jsapldepends, of course, on the vigor 
of the treo, and of two trees, equally 
sound and vigorous, one standing in the 
open ground yields more sap than onb 
standing in the woods. The morelimbs 
the more sap, as doubtless tho roots cor- 


enoitgh. and tho kettle is at o::ce swung 
off and its contents dipped into the sugar 
tub or poured into tin milk pans to cake. 
The caked sugar is intended mostly fot 
market; that meant for family uso being 
dipped into the sugar tub and stirred 
briskly at intervals with a stout stick, to 
facilitate the, process of graining or 
granulation.

About \\lu-'iiml Windstorma. 


^ Wind has boon variously defined, as 
air in motion, a sensible movement of 
the air with reference to the earth's 
surface, etc. The word is usually ap- 
plied, says Prof. Guyot, to currents of 
air more or loss "horizontal, though 
vertical or slanting ciirieuta of air, 
w-hothor 
ascending or 
descending; 


equally deserve thu name. Tho hori- 
zontal component of this movement of 
the air is usually that which is specially 
refened to by the term wind, but the 
powerful vertical movements that take 
place in tornadoes aud other severe 
storms may also be included under the 
same -subject. Says one authority: la 
general, a wind is the result of an 
initial, local disturbance of the density 
of the atmosphere, in consequence of 
which the air is set in motion; its motion 
is then modified by the resistance of 
tho earth's surface, and by the diurnal 
rotation of the earth about its axis, and 
may be propagated into regions far dis- 
tant from the original seat of the dis- 
turbance. Some winds have, as indi- 
cated, a local or temporary character, 
while others are very permanent, or pre- 
vail over large areas; these latter ara 
generally spoken of us currents, as dis- 
tinguished from the local or temporary 
movements which retain the designation 
winds. Space forbids anything like a 
full article on this interesting'subject, 
hence we must condense the points and 
give them as notes to the reader to fill 
out. 
It has been ascertained that, be- 


tween the latitudes 30 degrees north 
and 30 degrees south, tho lowest stratum 
of air moves westward; between these 
parallels and the respective poles, the 
resultant motion of the lowest stratum 
of air is eastward. A few observations 
of the trials left by shooting stars show 
that at heights of from five-to 100 miles, 
a great diversity of currents prevails, 
but no one direction predominates, 
f he most importants of the general and 
and periodical currents are the- trade- 
winds which prevail 
between 
the 


parallels 30 degrees north and 30 de- 
grees south, latitude, but attain their 
full breadth and force only in mid- 
ocean, and are very materially circum- 
scribed near the Eastern and" Western 
continents. The anti-trades is a term 
which designates the current of air that 
prevails quite-uniformly abovelhe-trade- 
winds, at a height of 3,000 feet or more 
above the surface of the earth; this cur- 
rent -is also known as the upper-trade; 
or return-trade, and seems to be merely 
the return to the temperate zones of the- 
air- that had- flowed at the surface-to* 
ward the equator. There are also the 
monsoons, from a Maylayan or Arabio 
word, signifying seasonal, which' com- 
prise- all winds that with the season 
chango their character from being land 
winds to sea winds. We have, further, 
the day breeze and the night breeze; or 
the laud wind aud the sea wind,. which 
are less pronounced than the monsoons;, 
and there are many special winds,, 
which are usually known by special 
local names. When currents of air 
which are moving in different directions 
meet one another, a whirling motion is 
imparted to the atmosphere, as the- 
simple illustration of wind carrying, up* 
dust from the ground-shows; and this 
movement, only on a large scale,-is a-- 
storm, and it is often accompanied by 
rain or snow when the winds thus en- 
countering each other are of-different 
temperatures.

ten attended with serious danger in 
consequence of the prevalence iu these • 
situations of air or gases not fit to be in-

curs to us that a few precautionary 
hints ou this subject may not. be<- with- 
out their use. 


When it is thought proper to clean 


out a well of any depth, or to make re- 
pairs upon it, no one should descend > 
into it without taking care to ascertain 
the state of the air beneath. This may- 
readily be effected by letting down a 
lighted candle or lamp to the very sur- 
face of the water, or to the-ground; if' 
the well be dry. If the flame-is not ex- 
tinguished, 
after haying 
remained • 


there for at least a quarter of an hour, 
it should be pulled up, and a- hea^y 
weight, attached to a cord, made to 
descend in its pUee for the purpose • of . 
agitating the water freely and fully. 
The light is then sent down again, and- - 
if on this second trial the flame.is- not 
quenched within ten minutes or BO, .the 
workmen may descend and commence • 
their labors. | 


If the light be extinguished,' the par- 


ticular depth at which it ceases to 
burn should be remarked. 
Beneath 


that point, a man would as surely and-: 
as quickly be suffocated as the •flame H • 
quenched. 
The mephitic . air or gas 


which produces this effect may-be-of 
various kinds. Either nitrogen or 'car- • 
borne acid gas or sulphureted hydrogen 
may form tho vapor; or, perhaps, it may 
consist of a mixture of these gases; all 
of which fail to support combustion or 
respiration. In the uncertainty which 
must exist as to the true nature of the 
gas found in a well on trial with the 
light, there is but one remedial step to 
be followed with advantage. This is-to 
alter or renew the air of the well by 
ventilation. 
In order to accomplish > 


this, which is cTuefly rendered difficult 
by the great specific gravity of the 
mephetic air rendering it stationary a 
set of planks must be laid across the 
well, so as, with the aid of plaster, to 
seal it hermetically at all points but. 
two. 
Over one of these points, or aper- 


tures, is placed a small close furnace, - 
formed in such a manner as to derive no 
air excepting from the well below. Then • 
a pipe of leather, like a common fire- 
pipe, is fitted into the other hole,-and, 
being of the necessary length, is mado 
to descend nearly to the surface of .the 
water. To keep this pipe open, cross 
sticks or some other contrivance should 
be used. This apparatus being pre- 
pared, a fire of charcoal (or of coal or 
wood; is kindled in the 
furnace.—2few

•oduced, ia time, an opaque surface, 
le operation took place under the im- 
edutte direction ot an ophthalmic sur- 
eon, who witnessed one of the only 


o operations of this nature which have 
ten performed in the world, in Ger- 
any, last year, it being performed by 
rot Von Hippie, of Gieuen, Ger- 
anv. Both of the two previous, opera- 
ons were performed by Prof. Ton 
ipple within a abort period of time ol 
ach other, the Professor having first 


•ised, and having had manufactured 
the purpose, » very delicate instra- 


eat, which, by means of a clock-work 
tachment, not only bores into the 
rner of the eye, but also registers tho 
xaet depth of the puncture. Ia this 
way » small portion of the corner is cut 
rom one of the eyes of a rabbit, and n 


eco corresponding in sizo is taken 
om tbe afflicted eye of the human pa- 
cut, both taken from a point directly 
front of tho pupil or tho orbit. Both 
le rabbit and the patient are firsl 
aced under the inflnenco of the local 
nrcsthetic, cocaine. The rabbit's uye 
as selected by reason of its sitmliarjtj 
> the human eye, because it is a die- 
actively horbacioas animal, the bloot 
f which is less liable to contaminntiag 
nflnencev than that of other animals 
hose food ia eompoatd principally o 


animal matter.

In Limn, writes Fannie B. Ward in the 
ashingtoo Star, the splendid trees of

je received with cordial hospitality ant 
will be well entertained. This is espcc- 
ally true in regard to English and Amer- 
can officers who are in great demand a 
tails, dinners, &c., whenever their ships 
ire in ihe harbor, for here, as elsewhere, 
he ladies have an especial liking for 
[old lace and brass buttons. 


Since that terrible war there have been 


ew public balls and receptions, and for 
he same reason, poverty, there is no 
nearly so much display in dress an( 
icwefs sis formerly. However, the glitter 
>f "gaud and gear" is still dazr.ling on 
Irst nights at the open 'and on other 
lesta occasions, for the ladies of the 
present generation inherited manysplcn- 
lid gems for their fair ancestresses, 
>ought In the golden days of Peru when 
money was poured out like water. From 
tho same source descended the priceless 
lace and the rich, old-fashioned fabrics 
one sees so much of in Limaian "best 
society," which makes a nineteenth cen- 
tury senorita look as if she had just 
stepped down aud out of society. 


Those ancient social restrictions whic 


make it a breach of decorum for a Int 
to see a gentleman alone for one m 
mcnt until after msrringe ^lill prevail in 
Peru among the upper classes, and the 
numerous petty conventionalities are as 
strongly msirkcd an is the entire absence 
of all conventionality among thu lower 
orders. For example: a gentleman has 
had repented invitations to call upon a 
'certain family, and some line day lie 
goes. In evcrv case he must ask for the 
gentleman of the house; or, if liu is not 
at home, the point may be stretched to 
the extent of asking for tho elder brother, 
should there bo a grown-up young man 
in the family. If U happens that both 
are absent the visitor must depart at 
once, leaving his caid for the master of 
the caaa and his verbal compliments for 
the ladies, but on no account must he 
nsk to see the latter. II the father or 
brother are at home they will welcome 
the caller most hospitably. One by on« 
the female members of tho family will 
all drop in ; some music, on harp, piano 
or mandolin, will be beautifully nm- 
dcrcd by the scnorltan, who, coquettish 
by nature and eager to entertain and be 
entertained, will "make eyes" at the 
caller if he has tho faintest approach to 
attractiveness abont him; tea or choco- 
late with diilcfcn will ho served, nnd a 
most charming hour or two may bu 
Bl»!lt.

It is 
irell known that in Egypt the dog was 
worshiped under the title of Anubis, and 
,og-mummies have been found. There 
s a mastiff figured oil an Assyrian scutp- 
ure belonging to «40Ji.C. The fact is 
jften overlooked that dogs were used by 
he Greeks and Romans not only in the 
chase and for hunting down escaped 
prisoners, but for war, being armed Tor 
hat purpose not only with spiked collars, 
but with n coat of mail. It is said that 
Corinth was on one occasiou saved by 
ifty war dogs, -which foiled a night at- 
ack of the •Jneiny, fighting until all were 
cilled but one, which succeeded in aroiis- 
ng the garrison. 


It is worth noting that, according to 


Borne naturalists, the Newfoundland and 
St. Bernard dogs form a group by them- 
selves, derived neither from wolves nor 
jackals, but from a distinct species of 
irogcnitors. It is a disputed <iuestion 
whether the Newfoundland dog is indi- 
genous to North America, or was intro- 
duced cither bv the Norwegians in the 
year 1000 or by Cabot in 14U7. Hearing 
un this (juestioQ is the interesting fact 
that the Norwegians have doffs closely 
resembling tho -Newfoundland breed, 
The Dingo dog, of Australia, docs cer- 
tainly seem to constitute a distinct, indi- 
genous Biwcies, since it is now found in 
both a wild and a domesticated state n 
that country, and its fossil remain? arc 
associate* with those of extinct mnm- 
mnls. — [New York ledger.

Indeed, 
tie strongest poets who ever aoarea 
ftvo often at tbe outset of their flight

There Is another class of rhymers
